THE CONFERENCE BULLETIN 


DETROIT, JUNE 11-17 

Because of the banking situation in Detroit 
it has been necessary to give up the Masonic 
Temple as headquarters for the Conference. 
Headquarters have been shifted to the Hotel 
Statler. Those who remember the Conference 
in Boston will know how satisfactory this ar- 
rangement can be. Registration service, in- 
formation, consultation service and all the us- 
ual services attendant at Conference Head- 
quarters will be at the Hotel Statler. All meet- 
ings of the Conference and of Associate and 
Special Groups have been reassigned to down- 
town hotels and churches. The new arrange- 
ment has relieved the social work group in De- 
troit of all financial responsibility for local ex- 
penses. At the same time it has not added 
anything to the financial responsibility or ex- 
pense of the National Conference for the hold- 
ing of the annual meeting. 

It will be an economy Conference. Every 
non-essential expense will be omitted. Many 
of the services which are ordinarily regarded 
as necessary and desirable will be cancelled this 
vear. The hotels have guaranteed to make no 
increases in the rates for rooms above their 
tariffs as published in the Bulletin. The prices 
for luncheons and dinners have been kept at 
the minimum compatible with reasonably good 
service and represents the lowest prices for 
such affairs in recent vears. All entertainment 
and social features of the Conference requir ng 
unusual expense have been cancelled. This will 
be a working Conference, one-hundred per cent. 
It will be possible for delegates to attend at a 
lower expense than has been possible for many 
vears.

TWO-HUNDRED AND FIFTY DOLLAR AWARD 

Following the annual meeting of the Conference in 
Philadelphia, Mr. Chester D. Pugsley of Peekskill, New 
York, volunteered an annual award of $250.00 to be ad- 
ministered by the National Conference of Social Work. 
Subsequently the Executive Committee authorized a spe- 
cial committee to consider with Mr. Pugsley his offer and 
to outline more definitely the field in which the award is 
to be given and other considerations or limitations that 
should be established. The Committee of which Mr. 
Stanley Davies is the Chairman reported to the Execu- 
tive Committee at its meeting on January 3rd, and made 
the following recommendation which was unanimously 
adopted: 

“That the National Conference of Social Work accept 
the award of $250.00 from Mr. Chester D. Pugsley of 
Peekskill, and that this award be made in 1933, and in 
subsequent years if renewed, to the person (or persons) 
professionally employed in social work who, in the judg- 
ment of the Editorial Committee, have presented at the 
National Conference of Social Work the paper (or papers) 
adjudged to have made the most important contribution 
to the subject matter of social work; that the President 
of the National Conference, as an ex-officio member of the 
Editorial Committee, be excluded from eligibility to this 
award; that the Editorial Committee set up specific cri- 
teria for adjudging the paper or papers considered for the 
award; and that the Special Committee to whom this mat- 
ter has been referred, consisting of Miss Hoey and Mr. 
Davies, make further recommendations to the Executive 
Committee as to the definition of ‘persons professionally 
employed in social work’.” 

Papers submitted before the National Conference of 
Social Work in 1933 at Detroit will be considered for this 
award under the regulations as they are worked out.
